IN THE ABSENCE OF EVIDENCE to the contrary, it must 
he assumed that the intentions of the authorities were entirely 
honourable in the manner of their handling of the Asher Yadlin 
case. 

The spate of acensations Εἰ the Governor-designate of 
the Bank of srael, relating to his conduct as head of Kupat 
Holim, ‘had created an emberrassing dilemma. Mr. Yadlin was 
to take up his new official duties on November 1, yet it was 
plain that he could not begin to discharge them with a huge 
cloud of suspicion ‘hanging over his bead. 

The incumbent, Mr. Sanbar, had Jet it be known that he. 
would not agree to extend his tenure by 80 much as one day, 
and there was no provision for the temporary replacement of 
the Governor by a deputy. At the same time it was incon- 
ceivable that the country would suddenly be left without a chief 
executive for its central bank. . 

‘A deadline thus had to be met, which was only three weeks 
away. Within that short period of time, it was believed, Mr. Yad- 
lin had either to be cleared of the charges or to be clearly impli- 
cated, and the cabinet had to make up its mind whether to 
confirm his appointment or to seek another suitable candidate. 
The police investigation therefore had to be carried out as ex- 

itiously as possible.
